Legislatu res in Session. 
The Legislatu res of Tex as and Okla­ 
homa are in session, div iding with the 
trials and other sensations the space of 
the daily papers. 
One thing 
\ like 
abou t 
a 
Legislatu re 
is 
tha t 
y ou 
can 
cu ss 
it 
as 
mu ch 
as 
y ou 
like 
withou t hav ing gems of profanity flu ng 
at y ou in retu rn. 
I t ’s dangerou s to say 
som ething bad abou t a legislator, and 
most of u s hav e learned be tte r tha n to 
do su ch a thing, bu t it is absolu tely safe 
to say any thing y ou please abou t a Leg­ 
islatu re. 
There is a big difference in 
speaking u nkindly of a body of men col­ 
lectiv ely and singling ou t indiv idu als in 


I the body as objects u pon which to pou r 
ou t the phials of y ou r w rath or hu rl 
y ou r arrow s of contempt 
or sarcasm. 
Dav id, the psalm ist of old, u nderstood 
this. 
He wou ldn’t for a m om ent hav e 
considered singling ou t a strong-arm ed 
Hebrew and calling him a liar, bu t he 
shou ted it from the hou se-top that “all 
men are liars” and got by with it w ith­ 
ou t being called. 
I hav en’t as y et enjoy ed the graciou s 
priv ilege of looking in on the present 
i session 
of 
either Legislatu re, bu t 
I 
hav e seen the photos of most of the rep­ 
resentativ es and know abou t how they 
look. In appearance the legislativ e a s ­ 
semblies now looking a fte r the interests 
of these States differ materially from 
the assemblies I saw 
nearly 
half a 
centu ry ago. 
In the old day s most of 
the law-makers, especially the leaders, 
flew a m eg atherian lu ng and sported a 
rank grow th of whiskers. 
A statesm an 
with flowing w hiskers was the env y of 
his colleagu es, and if he were also the 
happy possessor of strong lu ngs he was 
mu ch seen and heard in the cou ncils of 
State. 
A v oice that carried well, and 
ru mbled like m u ttering thu nder, and a 
well-crested chin were splendid assets 
to law-makers half a centu ry ago. Bu t 
times hav e changed, and so hav e law­ 
makers. 
In the legislativ e sessions of 
the present y ou will see 
few sets of 
whiskers, neither do y ou hear m any long 
! speeches. 
This is not becau se oratory 
has become a lost art, or tru e eloqu ence 
has lost its power to electrify and mov e 
men. 
It is becau se a “ more ex cellent 
w ay ” of doing things has been fou nd. 
The law-maker stu dies bills in the com­ 
mittee rooms and a t his desk, and picks 
u p all the inform ation he can on the ou t­ 
side. 
And then, in a plain, impassioned 
way , he states his v iews and reasons 
with his colleagu es. 
If a law-maker agi­ 
tates the circu mrtinbient too mu ch, and 
u ndertakes to conv ince the' world tha t 
lie is a great orator, he will hear more 
sneers 
and 
heckling 
than 
applau se. 
People hav e little time for Ciceros and 
Demostheneses 
these 
bu sy , 
hu rry ing 
times. 
Of the lawm akers I hav e known 
the one who was most su ccessfu l in g e t­ 
ting things done in the Legislatu re nev ­ 
er made a speech. 
Indeed, he cou ld not 
hav e orated had he so desired and tried. 
Had all the digits of hades swarmed in 
in his hair it wou ld not hav e produ ced 
one strain of eloqu ence. 
Bu t. to employ 
a slang ex pression, he “ knew his okra." 
He knew w hat lie wanted to do, where to 
go, whom to see and w hat to say . 
*

Legislatu res 
are 
not 
perfect— far 
from it— bu t they are m aking progress. 
They are not perfect becau se 
nothing 
here below is perfect, especially hu m a n­ 


ity . 
The lawm akers are 
“good, 
bad, 
weak, strong, wise, foolish,” ev en as 
other people. 
Bu t I hav e long been con­ 
v inced tha t they deserv e far less cen­ 
su re and fa r more praise than they re­ 
ceiv e. 
The idea obtains with m any tha t 
serv ing as a lawm aker is merely a snap, 
a v acation, a spree, and tha t the States 
wou ld be better off if legislativ e ses­ 
sions were abolished. 
If one who is lu g­ 
ging su ch a belief arou nd spends mu ch 
time in the State capitol when the L eg­ 
islatu re is in session he will be qu ickly 
disillu sioned. 
I hav e seen representa­ 
tiv es spend the entire day in the halls, 
watching, waiting, stu dy ing and plead­ 
ing, and then work in the committee 
rooms u ntil m idnight’s holy hou r. 
And 
! for this they receiv e hardly enou gh to 
! meet their 
ex penses 
in 
the 
Capital 
city . To be su re there are drones in the 
Legislatu re, as ev ery w here else, bu t the 
honest, conscientiou s man, who is anx ­ 
iou s to serv e his State and do something 
worth while for the 
people giv es far 
more than he receiv es. 
In a way the Legislatu re is the head 
of a family , confronted with the same 
opposing problems tha t the head of a 
family finds it necessary to solv e. 
Re­ 
du ced to a final classification, the peo­ 
ple w ant two things, and ask two things 
of their Legislatu re— economy and lib­ 
erality . 
T hat is w hat the av erage fa m ­ 
ily asks of its head. 
Wife and children 
are anx iou s for the “old m a n” to ac­ 
cu mu late. tha t he m ay make large pro­ 
v ision for them when he passes to the 
bou rne from which trav elers do not re­ 
tu rn, bu t they are also anx iou s tha t he 
appropriate liberally for their present 
comfort and lu x u ry . 
They pou t if the 
home is not palatial and its fu rnishings 
gorgeou s. 
They complain if they are 
stinted in m a tte rs of dress or the car is 
u sed u ntil it rattles and the paint is 
worn, bu t they also feel that they hav e 
been treated ou trageou sly if nothing is 
laid u p for their fu tu re u se. 
To be eco­ 
nomical and liberal at the same time is 
tlie great problem of the Legislatu re, as 
well as the head of the family . 
All peo­ 
ple demand pu blic economy , in order 
that the tax bu rden m ay be light, y et all 
of them dem and liberality along some 
line. 
Fine highw ay s are demanded, and 
fine highw ay s cost mu ch money . 
A 
nine-m onths’ school in town and cou n­ 
try is the cry , bu t if there are su ch 
schools there mu st be large appropria­ 
tions of money , and money can not be 
appropriated u nless it is paid in by the 
tax pay ers. 
F v ery higher institu tion of 
learning needs more, 
and 
presents a 
larger bu dget ; so does ev ery State de­ 
partm ent and ev ery eleemosy nary in­ 
stitu tion. 
What the people want is a 
Legislatu re that can keep the tax rate 


low, bu ild m any highw ay s, and giv e the 
schools and other institu tions all the 
money the y want. 
They reserv e the

j schedu le time, and conv ersely , i+ may 
be harv ested earlier if there is su fficient 
incentiv e, as a high m arket, or national 
emergency . 
In these respects it differs 
from almost any other agricu ltu ral prod­ 
u ct and promises to be an attractiv e fea­ 
tu re to farmers, w he the r in California 
or in Tex as. 
On the California plantation no irri­ 
gation is employ ed, and it is ex pected 
tha t none will be necessary on any of 
the farm s tha t may add gu ay u le grow ­ 
ing to the list of their produ cts. 
The 
spacing of the plants is designed with 
special reference to the root sy stem, 
which will ex hau st at a giv en period the 
av ailable m oistu re rem aining in the soil 
a fte r the w inter rains. 
The ru bber in the gu ay u le shru b is 
contained almost entirely in the cells of 
the thick cortex u nderly ing the bark of 
the tru nk, root and m a jor branches, con­ 
sequ ently the entire shru b is u prooted in 
in harv esting.

Considering the economics of produ c­ 
tion it has been the aim of the California 
ex perimenters to make gu ay u le a m a ­ 
chine grown, cu ltiv ated, harv ested and 
fabricated produ ct from s ta rt to finish. 
By the employ ment of ev ery modern, la­ 
bor-sav ing dev ice is the only way this 
enterprise can be made to compete su c­ 
cessfu lly with the plantation ru bber of 
the f ar Fast. 
On the California farm 
special attention has been giv en to this 
featu re, the resu lts of 
which will 
be 
passed along for the benefit of the indi­ 
v idu al farm er. 
To illu strate the fact that, u nder the 
plan of economic operation which has 
been perfected, cheap labor of the East 
will he no handicap in gu ay u le farming, 
George H. Carnahan, president of the 
Intercontinental 
Ru bber 
Company , 
states that, in the annu al m aking of a 
billion pou nds of cru de P a r a ru ber in the 
East, the 
continu ou s 
employ ment 
of 
600.000 laborers is necessary ; in other 
words, the annu al ou tpu t of ru bber a 
man am ou nts to 1,660 pou nds. 
Against 
this the same am ou nt of gu ay u le ru b­ 
ber, with the stabilized and improv ed 
characteristics dev eloped by Dr. Spence, 
can be produ ced in United States soil by 
well-paid mechanics with a hu man ef­ 
fort equ iv alent to 40,000 men, continu ­ 
ou sly employ ed throu ghou t

Hard- 
headed m a nu factu rers knew tha t gu ay ­ 
u le ru bber from wild sou rces in Mex ico I 
and Tex as cou ld only su pply approx i­ 
mately 1 per cent of their present a n­ 
nu al requ irements, and w hether a larger 
qu antity cou ld be su ccessfu lly employ ed 


was an academic qu estion of no imme­ 
diate interest. 
Howev er, the old-timers 
rem em ber tha t for the fiscal y ear ended 
Ju ne 30, 19 10, total American imports 
of raw ru bber am ou nted to 
101,000,000 
pou nds, 
and of this 
ov er 
20,000,000 
pou nds were* Mex ican gu ay u le as then 
cru dely produ ced. 
Hence there is noth­ 
ing rev olu tionary abou t contemplating

The plant grows wild 
ov er a considerable portion of Sou thwest 
Tex as, especially in the region contigu ­ 
ou s to M arathon. 
The fact that California has su cceed­ 
ed in ta m ing the gu ay u le and cu ltiv at­ 
ing it like an ordinary crop is of special 
interest to Tex ans, becau se it opens u p 
the possibility of a new indu stry for the 
western part of ou r State. 
The plant 
possibly might be grown all ov er Tex as. 
A prospect is hereby afforded liv e 
cham bers of commerce in Tex as to fos­ 
ter gu ay u le planting in their respectiv e 
commu nities, not as y et on a large com­ 
mercial scale, bu t on an ex perimental 
scale, to dem onstrate if the plant be in­ 
digenou s to their soils.

he sold 180 turkeys for $805.16. In 1925 
he sold $725 worth of turkeys, and every 
year for the last five his turkey sales 
run above $500.

'TplEBRUARY is the shortest of all 
A I months. 
It 
was 
the 
smallest 
month from the beginning, but 
1 because it was small, it was picked 
in and a portion of what rightfully be­ 
b le d to it was taken away. The weak 
always suffer most when the unright­ 
eous and. vicious go on a tare. When old 
Augustus Caesar concluded that one of 
the months must bear his 
name 
he 
found that he could rustle only thirty 
days for August. 
This would never do, 
for July, which had been christened in 
honor of Julius, had a full complement 
of days, and Augustus’ month m ust not 
be inferior to Julius’ month in an5T re­ 
spect. 
So Augustus looked about him 
for a month upon which he might prey, 
and noting that February was the small­ 
est, swiped a day from it, graciously per- 
njfting that month to gather up the 
*<aps of time,

every four years. Like other politicians, 
Augustus was anxious to have the la­ 
dies on his^ side, and so he made the 
year J n which February gets an extra 
day “leap year,” during which women 
are permitted to make proposals of m ar­ 
riage.

The Legislatures of Texas and Okla­ 
homa are in session, dividing with the 
trials and other sensations the space of 
the daily papers.

It’s dangerous to sav 
something bad alout a legislator, and 
most of to have learned better than to 
do such a thing, but it is absolutely safe 
to say anything' you please about a Leg­ 
islature. 
There is a big difference in 
speaking unkindly of a body cf men c o l ­ 
lectively and singling out individuals in 


the body as objects upon which to pour 
out the phials of your wrath or hurl 
your arrows of contempt or sarcasm. 
David, the psalmist of old, understood 
j this. 
He wouldn’t for a moment have 
j considered singling out a strong-armed 
| Hebrew' and calling him a liar, but he 
| shouted it from the house-top that “all 


j men are liars” and got by with it with- 
| out being called. 
I haven’t as yet enjoyed the gracious 
} privilege of looking in on the present 
i session 
of 
either Legislature, but I 
have seen the photos of most of the rep­ 
resentatives and know about how they 
look. Iii appearance tho legislative as­ 
semblies now looking atter the interests 
of these States differ materially from 
the assemblies I saw 
nearly 
half a 
century ago. 
In the old days most of 
the law -makers, especially tho leaders, 
flew a megatherian lung and sported a 
rank growth of whiskers. 
A statesman 
with flowing whiskers was the envy of 
his colleagues, and if lie were also the 
happy possessor of strong lungs he was 
much seen and heard in the councils of 
State, 
.p voice that carried well, and 
rumbled like muttering thunder, and a 
well-crested chin were splendid assets 
to law-makors half a century ago. But 
times have changed, and so have law­ 
makers. 
In the legislative sessions of 
the present you will see 
few sets of 
whiskers, neither do you heal’ many long 
speeches, 
lins is not; because oratory 
has become a lost art. or true eloquence 
has lust it;-- power to electrify and move 
men. 
It is because a “more excellent 
way” of doing things has been found. 
The lav-maker studies bills in the com­ 
mittee rooms and at his desk, and picks 
up) all tin' information he can on the out­ 
side. 
And then, in a plain, impassioned 
way. he stales iii-- views and reasons 
with his colleagues, lf a law-maker agi­ 
tates the circumambient too much, and 
undertakes to convince tin*' world that 
he is a gmat orator, he will hoar more

applause. 
People have little time for Ciceros and

Of the lawmakers I have known 
the mu* who was most successful in get­ 
ting tilings, doin’ in the Legislature raw­ 
er made a speech. 
Indeed, he could not 
have orated had lie so desired and tried. 
Had all tin digits of hades swarmed in 
in his hair ii would not have produced 
one strain of eloquence. 
But. to employ 
a slang expression, he “knew his okra.” 
lh* knew what he wanted to do. where to 
go, whom to see and what to sav.

The lawmakers are “good, bad, 
* weak, strong, wise, foolish,” even as 
I other people. 
But I have long been con- 
I vineed that they deserve far less cen- 
i sure and far more praise than they re- 
| ceive. 
The idea obtains with many that 
i serving as a lawmaker is merely a snap, 
a vacation, a spree, and that the States 
would be better off if legislative ses- 
s sious were abolished. 
It one who is lug­ 
ging such a belief around spends much 
time in the State capitol when the Leg- 
• islature is in session he will be quickly 
i disillusioned. 
I have seen representa- 
; tives spend the entire day iii the halls, 
watching, waiting, studying and plead­ 
ing, and then work in the committee 
: rooms until midnight’s holy hour. 
And 
I for this they receive hardly enough to

in

Capital 
I city. To be sure there are drones in the 
Legislature, as everywhere els,-., hut the. 
; honest, conscientious man, who is anx­ 
ious to serve his State aud do something 
worth while tor tin* people gives far 
more than lie receives. 
In a way the Legislature is the head 
I of a family, confronted with the same 
opposing problems that the head of a 
i family finds it necessary to solve. 
Re- 


j du-ced to a final classification. Fa* peo­ 
ple want two things, and ask two things 
of their Legislature— economy and lib­ 
erality. 
That is what the average fam ­ 
ily asks ut its head. 
Wife and children 


j are anxious for the “old man” to ac­ 
cumulate, that he may make large pro­ 
vision for them when he passes to the 
bourne from which travelers do not re­ 
turn, but thev are also anxious that he 
appropriate liberally for their present 
comfort and luxury. 
They pout if the 
home is not palatial and its furnishings 
gorgeous. 
They complain if they are 
stinted in matters of dress or the ear is 
used until it rattles and the 
paint is 
worn, hut they also feel that they have 
been treated outrageously if nothing is 
laid up for their future use. To be eco­ 
nomical and liberal at the same time is 
the great problem of the Legislature, as 
well as the head of the family. 
All p e o ­ 
ple demand public economy, in order 
that the tax burden mav be light, yet all 
of them demand liberality a l o n g some 
line. 
Fine highways are demanded, and 
fine highways cost 
much money. 
A 
nine-months’ school in town and coun­ 
try 
the cry, but if there are such 
rchnols there must be large appropria­ 
tions oi money, and money can not be 
appropriated unless it is paid in by the 
taxpayers. 
Every higher institution of 
learning needs more, and presents a 
larger budget : so does every State de­ 
partment and every eleemosynary in­ 
stitution. 
What the people want is a 
Legislature that eau keep the tax rate 


low, build many highways, and give the 
schools and other institutions all the 
money they want. 
They reserve the 
right to criticize severely any Legisla­ 
ture or any administration * that does 
not do this, and always exercise the 
right. 


I am confident that the present Legis­ 
latures compare favorably with their 
predecessors, and I am confident that 
the new Governors are able and sincere, 
that they are committed to the policy of 
lightening the tax burden of the people, 
yet I know this can not be done, and 
those who build their hopes upon such 
relief are doomed 
to disappointment. 
Retrenchment with a large 
State is 
as difficult as with the man who has 
three sons in school and th&ee daughters 
of marriageable age. 
Just as there are 
appeals for more money from the boys 
in school, and for more dresses from the 
girls, even so are the appeals from the 
departments and the State institutions. 
I have read some of the budgets and 
some of the reports of the governing 
boards of institutions and find that all 
of them must have more money or suf­ 
fer. 
The departments and the friends 
of the institutions will besiege the law­ 
makers and the Governors, and what will 
the poor officials do? rI^tiey will do the 
best they can— but the institutions will 
not get all they want and need, neither 
will the tax burden be decreased. 


I have no intention of trying to break 
up our legislative system, but I have 
never been able to see the need or the 
good of the double house system. 
The 
only argument T ever heard advanced in 
behalf of the dual system is that one 
house serves as a check against the oth­ 
er— that one house will attem pt to do 
something that should not be done and 
tin* other will head it off. 
This argu­ 
ment. it appears to me, 
would be as 
strong in behalf of three or four houses 
as two. 
And the argument that one 
hun se serves as a check against the oth­ 
er is as strong against the dual system 
as in its favor. 
’Tis true that one body 
can keep the other from doing some­ 
thing it should not do, hut ii is also true 
that out house can keep the other from 
doing something that should bo done. I 
can see the scheme of the double house 
system in the British Parliament and 
the United States Congress, because the 
representatives of the bodies are chosen 
in a different way, or from different 
districts, equalizing tile representation 
ot States, hut wily a State should have 
two law-making bodies, chosen iii tin* 
same way, b\ the same people, is a rid­ 
dle f haven’t been able to solve.

I his factory obtains its supply of the 
guayule plant, in a wild state, from the 
mountain slopes of 
Brewster and ad­ 
joining counties. The plant grows wild 
aver a considerable portion of Southwest 
Texas, especially in the region contigu­ 
ous to Marathon. 
The fact that California has succeed­ 
ed in taming the guayule and cultivat­ 
ing it like an ordinary crop is of special 
interest to Texans, because it opens up 
the possibility of a new industry for the 
western part of our State. 
The plant 
possibly might be grown all over Texas. 
A prospect is hereby afforded live 
chambers of commerce in Texas to fos­ 
ter guayule planting in their respective 
communities, not as yet on a large com­ 
mercial scale, but on an experimental 
scale, to demonstrate if the plant be in­ 
digenous to their soils.
